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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to anticipate or properly render obvious a manifold valve block 
including a circuit board including an opening therein in which a mounting base, 
receiving thereon a plurality of solenoid actuated valves, is received to accommodate 
spatial requirements. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

The application has been amended as follows in order to correct an apparent 
spelling error. 

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Page 1, replace the paragraph beginning on line 14 with the following: 
However, in the above known manifold valve, because the plurality of solenoid 
valves are arranged in a single line, at least a length equal to or greater than a length 
obtained by multiplying a width of the solenoid valve by the number of the solenoid 
valves is required of the manifold base and the required length increases as the number 
of the solenoid valves increases and therefore necessity to use a plurality of manifold 
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valves arises. Therefore, further miniaturization of the manifold valve mounted with the 
plurality of solenoid [vales] valves is desired.
